He scored, with pious fervor,

His victory was a sentimental one, 
a triumph for the cause of home mis­ 
sions, and it is expected that the whole 
tone of the assembly and the year’s 
work will be missionary in character 
as a result. 
The gavel which Moderator Jackson 
wields is of hard woods native to the 
state, including beech, walnut, maple 
and oak. One piece comes from W a­ 
bash callege, one from Hanover college, 
one from the old building at Hanover 
which was the original of McCormick 
Theological seminary, one from the 
First Presbyterian church of Indian­ 
apolis. which is the oldest church in 
that city, and one from the Second 
Presbyterian of the same place. The 
most interesting segment is from the 
old presbyterian church of Vincennes, 
built in 1806. and the first protestant 
church in Indiana. The first baptism 
on its rolls was that of John Scott 
Harrison, father of Benjamin H arri­ 
son. 
At night the sacrament of the com­ 
munion was administered to the com­ 
missioners. Dr. Withrow conducting 
the service. 
Among the elders who 
shared the duty of administering the 
bread and cup were Benjamin H arri­ 
son. John W anamaker and James A. 
Mount. 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, the moderator 
of the presbyterian general assembly, 
was born in Minaville, N. Y., in 1834. 
He was graduated at Union college in 
1S55, and three years later at Princeton 
Theological seminary. With the ex­ 
ception of a portion of the period of 
the civil war, when he was engaged in 
hospital work in Tennessee and in the 
employ of the Christian commission in 
Alabama, the whole of his life has 
been spent in the home mission field 
in almost every state and territory 
west of the Mississippi river, as pres­ 
byterian and synodic ii missionary. In 
the course of his labors he has traveled 
600,000 miles. 
In 1877 
he 
went 
to 
Alaska and was the father of missions 
in that region. 
Subsequently lie be­ 
came united commissioner of educa­ 
tion for Alaska and continues to hold 
this position. Recently he devoted his 
private means to the founding of a 
college in Utah.

Morgan Resolution According Belliger­ 
ent Rights Passed by a Vote of 41 
to I4 —House Agrees to the Appro- 
ation Asked—Senator Spooner W as 
Not W ith the Majority on the Vote. 


Washington, May 21.—The long and 
exciting debate on the joint resolution 
recognizing tile existence of a state of 
war in Cuba and declaring that strict 
neutrality shall be maintained by the 
United States passed the senate by the 
decisive vote of 41 to 14 at a late hour 
Thursday afteruoon. 
The announce­ 
ment of the vote was received with 
tumultuous applause. 
The resolution 
passed is as follows: 
“ Resolved, That a condition of pub­ 
lic war exists between the government 
of Spain and the government proclaim­ 
ed and for some time maintained by 
force of arms by the people of Cuba, 
and that the United States of America 
shall maintain a strict neutrality be­ 
tween the contending parties, accord­ 
ing to dhch all the rights of belligerents 
in the ports and territory of the United 
States.”
